Judge Does Not Want Negro for Assis- 
tant Attorneyship. 


LYONS IS AFTER THE SNAP 


If Augusta Postoffice Goes to Colored 
Politician Irwin Will Have Help. 


TOM REED SUPPORTS BILL PLEDGER 


Ed Angier and Marion Irwin Will 
Soon Be Nominated—Harrell to 
Serve Out His Term. 


Washington, April 1—(Special.)—Judge 
Emory Speer is here. A goed deal of pres- 
sure has been brought to bear on the judge 
to have him recommend the creation of 
an assistant attorneyship for his court, 
but he holds the matter up and says noth- 
ing. 

The reason is he sees the possibility of 
the appointment of Lyons, of Augusta, 
and he does not propose to have a colored 
man in that capacity.

LIGHTNIN 0 GETS A 
LEAD ON A CHAIN 


Current. Passes Through Ten Men to 
Kill the Eleventh. 
FLASH CARRIED QUICK DEATH 


Convicts Chained to a Tree Receive a 
Great Shock. 


DEATH BOLT SIZZLED AND SCORCHED 


Last Man in the Line Got the Last 
Shock and Toppled Ovér a Corpse 
‘While the Others Escaped. — 


Waynesboro, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—A 
freaky flash of lightning, after. passing 
directly through ten men here last night, 
killed Frank Dent, who was the eleventh 
in a row of that many men. 

Dent was a convict and was strung on 
a chain with ten companions when death 
came suddenly without any warning. So. 
quickly was his life snapped. that his 
associates, through whom the death-deal- 
ing current ran, knew nothing of their 
danger until they observed Dent’s lifeless 
form flat upon the ground beside them. 

The batch of eleven convicts were work- 
ing in a field late in the evening when a 
severe storm came up. The guard quickly 
strung the gang upon a long chain and 


‘hustled them toward a tree. Dent was 


at one end of the chain, while the other 
end was made fast about the tree, thus 
securing the crowd. A bright flash came 
and in an instant the tree was in splinters. 
Snapping and sizzling the current leaped 
from the tree along the links of the chain, 
making a crackling noise as it went. x 
flash blinded the gang and long before the 
sulphuric smell passed away the convicts 
awoke from the shock to find Dent, on 
whom the current stopped, dead, and two 
others slightly burned.

The wife of Flagman Bragg went to At- 
lanta yesterday morning to visit her sister, 
Mrs. Tom Avery. She was telegraphed 
early this morning of the death of her 
husband, and she returned to Macon to- 
day. They had been married about thir- 
teen months. Mrs. Bragg was Miss Alma 
Matthews, of Macon. The deceased was a 
brother-in-law of Chief L. M. Jones, of 
the Macon fire department, and a brother 
of George Bragg, conductor on the Central 
railroad, and Conductor Bob Bragg, of 
the Macon Consolidated Street railway. 
He was twenty-five years old, having been 
born in Wilkinson county, February, 29, 
1872. He was married in February, 1896. 
Bragg had been an employee of the Cen- 
tral railroad five years; he was a most 
excellent man, respected by all who knew 
him.

Greenville is still dry, but the waters 
from breaks above and below are backing 
into the city, being within half a mile on 
the north, and orders have been issued that 
protection levees be built around the city. 

Fortunately the waters travel slowly, 
and the denizens of this swamp have had 
ample time to get out.

The great incohonee and chief of all the 
Red Men, Mr. Robert T. Daniel, of Griffin, 
arrived in the city yesterday morning and 
delivered an address before one of the local 
lodges last night. He came upon the invi- 
tation of Comanche Tribe, No. 6, of the 
Red Men and will remain in the city until 
this afternoon, when he will return to 
his home in Griffin. 

Last night he attended the meeting of, 
Comanche Tribe and exemplified to them 
the new unwritten work. which had never 
before been performed in this city. This 
is said to be the prettiest of all the cere- 
monies which occur in the Red Men’s ritual 
and those who attended the meeting last 
night and who saw the work performed 
by the great incohonee say that it was 
more than beautiful. 

On the Ist of last January a number of 
changes were made in the,secret work of 
the order and it was for’the purpose of 
showing the Comanche Tribe exactly how 
this should be done that Mr. Daniel came 
to the city. Before the Ist of January the 
work was done in what is known as the 
adoption degree, but now it is done in the 
chief’s degree. It is said that this sim- 
plifies matters and work a great deal and 
makes it finer. 

The work was new to the tribe of this 
city, however, and they found many stum- 
bling blocks in their paths. It was on 
this account that they invited Mr. Daniel 
to exemplify them. 

He arrived on the morning train yester- 
day. He was met by a committee of four 
from Comanche Tribe and was at once 
escorted to the Aragon hotel, where he 
was given a comfortable room.

mittee was accused of stifling such matters 
in relation to Cuba: 
Immediate Action Necessary. 

“The dispatches from Cuba,” Mr. Allen 
remarked, are to the effect that this gen- 
eral, who was: wounded and captured in 
battle, is to be summarily tried by a 
drumhead court martial and shot. If 
that be true, it is in violation of every 
known rule of modern warfare. It would 


be an act of barbarity whieh no civilized 


nation should submit to. And while I un- 


derstand quite as well as the senator from 
Massachusetts does that we have no of- 
ficial cognizance of this matter, I under- 
stand also that we have a right to ex- 
press it as the sense of the United States 
senate that an act such as is contemplated 
would be in violation of the rules of civil- 


ized warfare, and would be absolutely bar- 
barous.“ 

Mr. Hoar repeated his opinion that the 
resolution should go to the committee on 
foreign relations, as should all resolutions 
affecting the delicate foreign relations of 
the government. It was an affront to a 
nation with which the United States was 
at peace to declare that “whereas, it {s 
rumored that that nation is about to com- 
mit an atrocity; we desire to protest 
against that atrocity. Such a resolution 
adopted by any European country about 
the conduct of the United States would,” 
Mr. Hoar said, “set our whole people 
aflame, and rightfully.” 

As a result of the objection, the resolution 
went over till tomorrow. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Morgan 
last Tuesday in relation to the letters from 
the Cuban general, Maximo Gomes, to 
President Cleveland and President McKin- 
ley, was taken up and agreed to. 

So likewise was the resolution offered 
yesterday by Mr. Mills, democrat, of Texas, 
Astructing the committee on foreign re- 
latic as to inquire what, if any, obligations 
the Ui,'ted States have assumed toward 
the people t Cuba by asserting and main- 
taining the richt to prevent the acquisition 
of that island by any European power 
and compelling its psople to remain sub- 
ject to the dominion of Spain. 

The Cuban question was again brought 
up by Mr. Morgan, who introduced a joint 
resolution declaring that a co dition of 
public war exists between the government 
of Spain and the government estas shed 
and maintained by force of arms by tus 
people of Cuba; and that the United States 
will maintain a state of neutrality between 
the contending powers, according to each 
and all the rights of belligerents in the 
Horts and territory of the United States. 

Mr. Morgan said that he did not wish 
to have the joint resolution referred to the 
committee on foreign relations and that 
he would ask fhe senate to take action on 
it tomorrow. 

It differed from the resolution adopted 
by the senate a year ago, inasmuch as that 
was a concurrent resolution, while this 
was a joint resolution, in which congress 
would exercise its legislative functions. 

Bacon’s Amendment Accepted. 

The senate then, at 1 p. m., not content 
with its work yesterday, still further emas- 
culated the gencral treaty of arbitration 
with Great Britain, by striking out the 8th 
section entirely and adopting an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Bacon, which is in- 
tended to protect the southern states from 
any claim based upon securities issued dur- 
ing the reconstruction period. Several oth- 
er minor amendments were offered but re- 
jected, with the exception of one or two 
immaterial changes in the verbiage of the 
text.

TTINNERS ARE OUT 


ON A BIG STRIKE 

They Desire Their Work to Last 
Nine Hours. 

THE PLUMBERS WANT MORE 


Say That Ten Hours Is the Regular 
Limit. 


SOME REFUSED TO KICK OUT 


Failed to Sign the Agreement and Are 
Still at Work—The Situation 
Is Serious. : 


The tinners of Atlanta have organized a 
well defined strike. and on yesterday morn- 
ing six leading plumbing firms were minus 
their full quota of metal workers. 

Some months ago local chapter No. 5, of 
the Amalgamated Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Intermational Association, met and adopted 
a scale of work and wages to be submitted 
to their respective employers. This scale 
called for a nine-hour day with $2 as the 
minimum rate to be paid all journeymen 
tinners. For extra hours the pay should 
be time and one-half time. 

This scale was laid before the different 
plumbing establishments of the city and of 
the twenty or more visited, six refused pos- 
itively to sign the agreement. These were 
Hunnicutt & Bellingrath, Moncrief-Dow- 
man, W. R. Jones, C. A. McCarthy, Ed 
Locke and A. J. Shide, some of the most 
prominent firms in Atlanta.

The United States minister goes on to 
say that those jntereste1 in manufact- 
ures in Japan are at present very: pros- 
perous and entirely satisfied with the 
returns their investments ure bringing 
in. They do not look favorably on an | 
experiment in currency juggling, the 
outcome of which they are not 
in a position to foresee. The re- 
sult, however, is very easily fore- 
seen. As the bullion value of silver con- 
tinues to depreciate, prices and values 
will follow suit, and the profits ‘of the 
commercial classes will begin to di- 
minish, The whole scheme is to be 
worked in the interest of European 
money-lenders. The Japanese govern- 
ment has been given to understand that 
it can secure a loan on much more fa- 
vorable terms as soon as the purchas- 
ing power of its currency begins to ap- 
preciate. This has already b2gun to 
take place even before the new masure 
has been adopted. When it becomes a 
law, as it doubtless will, there will be 
a further sharp depreciation of silver. 
the effects of which will be felt in this 
country as seriously as in Japan. 

There is apparently no limit to the ap- 
preciation of gold, and those who con- 
trol the available supply of that metal 
are destined to reap still richer results 
unless the people of the United States 
rise in their might and overthrow the 
god of gold. 

Why the South Exports Grain. 

Under the above caption The Phila- 
delphia Times, in a recent editorial, 
discusses the enormous gains made by 
our southern ports last year in the ship- 
ment of grain, and incidentally observes 
that the south in this respect has ac- 
quired a permanent monopoly. 

From Galveston alone, according to 
the citations of the Philadelphia paper, 
nearly 10,000,000 bushels of grain were 
expor in 1896, against a mere nom- 
inal quantity for the year preceding. 
As for the New Orleans port, the gain 
is even more surprising, last year’s bus- 


against only 9,000,000 bushels for 18965. 
This increase in the business of the 
southern ports means, of course, a cor- 
responding reduction in the business 
of eastern ports, including those of New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. 

The reason for this transfer of busi- 
ness from eastern to southern ports is 
found in the multiplied advantages of 
transportation which now exist between 
the south and west, and also hecause of 
the fact that shorter and more direct 
routes are obtained in this direction. 
Says The Times in speaking of these 
various. advantages: 


The railway line that can place grain 
at the seaboard with a haul of 1,000 miles 
can do it cheaper than another line that 
must carry it 1.500 miles and within its own 
territory will command the business in 
spite of all efforts to divert it to a more 
distant port. 

The improvement of gulf harbors and 
the multiplication of railway lines with a 
gulf terminus means that the grain within 
a certain radius from these ports will be 
exported therefrom. Formerly the bulk 
of this grain was exported from New York, 
but it will never be again. Appeals to the 
interstate commerce commission will te 
in vain, for the geography of the country 
has decided in favor of the nearest ports, 
and from this there ean be no appeal that | 
will avail. 

What The Philadelphia Times is can- 
did enough to admit, other papers 
throughout the north and east cannot 


fail to recognize, even though no public-

Contrary to 
this boastful statement, however, the in- 
gurgents renewed the struggle with in- 
creased ardor and soon made it evident 
to Spain that she was just as far from 


. Cuba after the death of Gen- 


Maceo as before, Indeed, the loss 
2 the brave leader had the effect of 
spurring the Cubans on to a more vig- 
orous and determined fight; and in- 
stead of filling hem with despondency 
it only nerved them with dender cour- 
ago. 

As with the death of 9 Maceo, 
so it is at the present time with the 
capture of General Rivera. The Cu- 
bans are not only as eager fight as 
ever, but are even more in , if such 
a thing is possible, upon rowing off 
the yoke of Spanish oppression. The 
success of the Cuban cause is not de- 
pendent upon any one man, but upon 
the stout and courageous hearts of those 
who make up the Cuban army, In no 
conflict of modern times has greater 
fortitude and heroism been evinced than 
by the struggling Cubans, and the reso- 
ute spirit which has characterized their 
warfare during the past two years is 
richly prophetic of its own ultimate tri- 
umph. 

Whatever the fate of General Rivera 
may be, therefore, its effect upon the 
present struggle will only be that of a 
mere incident, 


The Chinese in America, 

Under the direction of the American 
Missionary Association of New York, 
Rev. George H. Gutterson, one of its 
district secretaries, has recently pub- 
lished a number of interesting statistics 
concerning the Chinese in the United 
States. 

In 1860 there were only 34,933 Chi- 
nese in this country, and most of these 
were in California. Thirty years later, 
however, the census disclosed the fact 
that 107,475 Mongolians had become 
residents of the United States. Of this 
number 72,472 were in California, while 
the others. were scattered about over 
the remaining states of the union. 
What brought the Chinese to this coun- 
try in the beginning was the gold fever, 
quite a number of them coming over 
shortly after the California gold mines 
were discovered in 1849. ) 

Incidentally, Mr. Gutterson states in 
his report that in 1860 there was not 
a single Jap in this country, while in 
1890 there were only 2,039. These fig- 
ues are easily explained. The Japs are 
not so restiess and discontented as the 
Chinese; and besides there is less pov- 
erty in the island kingdom than in the 
crowded cities of China. Again the 
Japs are much smaller in number than 
the Chinese, and even with the same 
propensities, they could not be expected 
to furnish as many immigrants. 

During the year ending June 30, 1895, 
the amount of opium imported by Chi- 
nese into California alone aggregated 
188,850 pounds, on which was paid 3 
duty of $6 per pound. 

In 1852 the American Missionary As- 
sociation began work among the Cali- 


fornia Celestials and in spite of the diffl- 


culties in the way made some progress. 
Last year there were 893 pupils en- 
rolled in nineteen different schools, he- 
sides 166 converts to Christianity.

A recent issue of my American Banker 
furnishes a list of the banks of the United 
States which have $5,000,000 deposits or 
over, They number seventy-one. Their 
dombined deposits amount to $884,000, 000. 
With one exception the first twenty banks 
in the list are New York banks. Boston 
doesn’t appear before No. 34. The largest 
Boston bank has $9,150,000 in deposits, the 
largest Philadelphia bank $11,500,000, the 
largest St. Louis bank $10,000,000, the Jarg- 
est San Francisco bank $10,600,000. The 
first bank in the list is the National City 
bank, of New York, with $42,000,000 in de- 
posits; the sedond, the National Park 
bank, with $87,500,000; the third, the First 
National, of Chicago, Lyman Gage’s ban.

PRISONER is 15 YEARS OLD| EVIDENCE WAS VERY GRAVE

of Tom Purdue, a fifteen-year-old negro 
boy, charged with the murder of a fellow- 
workman, Charley Benson. This case was 
not finished during the afternoon, but will 
probably be concluded at this mornings 
session. : 

Purdue is a bright mulatto youth, whom 
it is claimed weighs only 110 pounds, He 
became involved in an altercation with 
Benson while the two were working at 
the Southern Furniture Company’s factory 
on Decatur gtreet. Benson was a negro 
boy eighteen years of age, whose weight, 
judging from the testimony of various wit- 
nesses, ranged from 130 to 180 pounds. 

After quite a lengthy running fight, it 
seems that Purdue picked up a piece of 
iron and hurled it at Benson. The latter 
dodged and the missile struck him just 
hind Closed behind the left ear. Benson did not appear 

be very badly wounded at the time, 
Doors. 1 . after a few days’ suffering died. 
A Purdue was arrested and afterwards re- 

4 | leased, upon the finding of the coroners 
jury, who returned a verdict of justifiable 
homicide. When the county grand jury 
met several weeks ago Purdue’s case was 
investigated and the result was an indict- 
ment for murder. | 

Purdue’s defense was that . when he 
struck the fatal blow he was in fear of 
his life, as Benson was just preparing to 
assault him with a large iron weight be- 
longing to a piece of machinery in the 
shop. : 3 b 

Purdue stated that the dead boy became 
angry with him for some trifling cause, 
and grabbing him by the collar, shook a 
heavy piece of timber menacingly at him. 
The prisoner finally released himself from 
Benson’s grasp and attempted to run. 
He was pursued by his antagonist, who 
picked up the heavy weight and prepared 
to throw. At this juncture Purdue threw 
the plece of scrap iron with the result 
shown. : : 

Several employees of the furniture fac- 
tory corroborated the boy's statement in 
all important details. Photographs of the 
scene of the tragedy were placed in evi- 
dence and Played an interesting part in the 
trial/ 

All the testimony was in by 5 o'clock 
and argument begun. Solicitor O’Neill, of 
the city court, handled the state’s case 
and made the opening speech. He was 
followed by ‘counsel for Purdue. This 
morning argument will be continued and 
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Two cases punishable by the death pen- 
alty were tried in the superior criminal 
court before Judge John 8. Candler yes- 


terday. 

The first was that of Frank Patrick, Jr., 
a young negro charged with criminal as- 
cault which resulted in a mistrial. 

After waiting until almost 6 o’clock in the 
evening for a verdict Judge Candler decid- 
ed that it would be cheaper to try the case 
over again than to keep the twelve men 
together all night, and he conseduently de- 


‘clared a mistrial. 

Patrick is a rather short, black negro, 
‘about nineteen years of age. His victim 
was a young negro girl, who is also very 
black. 

It was brought out in the testimony that 
while the girl was walking home on the 
chert: road a short distance from Last 
Point, between 7 and 8 o’clock at right, 
she was suddenly grabbed by Patrick and 
forced back into the woods. At the time 
the girl did not know who hor assailant 
was. She made desperate efforts to es- 
cape and called lustily for help.

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nas been acquitted of the charges preferred 
against him by the father of young Har- 
vey James. - 

The grievance committee of the board of 
education met yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock in the room of the board of educa- 
tion, in the Boys’ High School building, 
and began the investigation. 

Before entering into the work the com- 
mittee, which is composed of Messrs. 
Kontz, Glenn, Pendleton and T. A. Ham- 
mond, held a secret conference. At this 
conference they decided to let no one but 
those vitally interested be present, and all 
newspaper men were invited to retire. At 
the close of the meeting the «ommittee | 
would not tell what its decision was, and 
stated that it would be made known later. 

That the decision of the committee will 
be in favor of Professor Dykes, and that it 
will be a complete vindication for him, 
there seems to be little doubt. Though the

When the case was nol prossed it was 
announced through the press that the in- 
dictment against you Mobley had been 
dismissed for lack of jevidence. 

The announcement was surprising to 
those who knew that the young man had 
confessed to his guilt. People began to 
inquire as to the cause of the dismissal. 

They wanted to know why Mobley had 
been turned loose in the face of what they 
claimed to be strong evidence of guilt. 
Mobley, they said, had never denied his 
euilt. He was employed in the postoffice 
department and when the postoffice in- 
Spector caught up with him, examined 
his books and found that he was short in 
his accounts over $500, the young 
broke down and acknowledged to 
shortage, so it was said. 

People who asked about the matter were 
informed that Mobley had been released 
by order of the attorney-general. 

It appears that Mobley’s case not nol 
prossed by order of the attorney-general, 
but the whole responsibility was taken by 
District Attorney James. 

Mr. James said yesterday that he dis- 
missed the bill against Mobley for various 
reasons. First among them was the recom- 
mendation of Ppstmaster General Wilson. 
and Attorney-General Harmon, that the 
embezzler be turned loose. 

Then Mobley had made good the money 
he had taken, to the amount of about $550. 
There were numerous other reasons 
brought to bear on Colonel James to cause 
him to decide in Mobley's favor. 

It seems that Mobley has had some very 
influential friends at work in his behalf. 
Prominent among them was Mr. J. Henly 
Smith, who has been untiring in his efforts 
to save the young man from pro-ecution. 
A number of other prominent Georgians 
have interested themselves for Mobley. 

In the large batch of correspondence .in 
the case which was sent to Colonel James, 
are letters from Postmaster General Wil- 
son to Attorney General Harmon, telling 
him to take what action in the matter 
he thinks proper. 

There are letters from Senators A. O. 
Bacon and Hon. Henry G. Turner to the

postmaster general, asking for mercy to- 
ward Mobley. Then there are individual 
letters from the members of the grand 
jury that indicted Mobley, and a general 
letter signed collectively by all the mem- 
bers of the jury asking that the case 
against Mobley be dismissed, . 

There is a letter in the correspondence 
from Dr. Amos Fox, the postmaster, cer- 
tifying that Mobley had paid back every 
cent of the shortage charged against him. 

Another strong motive that induced Colo- 
nel James to dismiss the vase was Mob- 
ley’s bad health. 

The attorney general wrote to the dis- 
trict attorney some time since and left the 
matter entirely in his hands. Colonel 
James said that he thought proper in the 
face of such strong recommendations to 
nol pros the case, and he secured on or- 
der granting a dismissal.

Financial Outlook. 


While the receipts for missions and edu- 
cational boards cannot now be tab- 
ulated, yet enough it known to sive 
much room for encouragement. The Geor- 
gia Baptists have given more money in 
the year just closing to the foreign mis- 
sion board, located at Richmond, and to 
the home board, located in Atlanta, than 
any other state in the south; for the first 
time in the ‘history of this ‘denomination 
has Georgia plucked the palm of leadership 
from the. brow of Virginia, this for the 
general boards. Georgia’s own state mis- 
sion board has a much better showing to 
make of funds received and work done 
than for 1895-6. Pastors were never before 
so active and the number of churches 
contributing are rapidly increasing, while 
some churches under the stimulating in- 
fluence of up-to-date pastors are doubling, 
quadrupling and even quintrupling these 

ifts. his is notably true of the Atlanta 

Arst, that under the masterly organizi 
power of . Landrum will give fivefol 
to benevolent objects above last year. The 
1 is rapidly growing, 10,948 ba p- 

tisms being reported within the last twelve 
months. Mercer university will m a 
fine showing also. 

At Cedartown a year ago the treasurer 
reported $75,000 raised and expended. 6 ca 
year will report $85,000 or more. 

Theological Output. 

Most likely the city of Gainesville has 
never had such a weight of Calvinistic 
theology in its borders as it will entertain 
tomorrow. When the Methodist confer- 
ence met there, the number of the clergy 
was larger, but they bank“ less on Cal- 
vin and more on Arminius. 

For the most part Baptists have been 
taught their theology from Dagg. Boyce 
and John Gills, added to what they have 
learned at Mercer university and the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
and whatever else may be said of them, 
they are sound on the “doctrines of 
grace,“ as they call them. There is not a 
mcre conservative body in the south, and 
woe be unto the brother imported from 
some other clime who wants to see the 
sisters admitted to seats as delegates,’’ 
or -“encouraged to lecture the prayer 
meeting or claim the pulpit.’’ 

No sermon that will be preached will 
please the rank and file better than one 
on election or final perseverence, or the 
“Five Points of Calvanism.”’ Not that 
they are.not all low with missions and 
all aflame with the spirit of education, 
but they are slow to make new departures 
and are partial to the old landmarks. This 
unity in doctrine makes them a great tow- 
er of strength. They are perfectly willing 
for sister states to try novel methods and 
m new departures. No better evidence 
of the above is needed than to recall the 
promptness with which “Martinism” was 

squeiched” here a few years ago.

Through the efforts of representatives 
now at Washington, a two-dollar schedule 
was attached to the Dingley bill. 

But fears are entertained that the 
schedule will be tampered with in the com- 
mittee room. The lumber representatives 
at Washington are alive to any move to 
amend the schedule. Hence the emergency 
call for concerted action from all sections. 

In the southern territory, the sentiment 
is unanimous for the two-dollar tariff. 
Some want $. Mr. H. P. Smart, a promi- 
nent south Georgia lumberman, is now 
in Washington in the interest of Georgia 
lumbermen. He has been empowered with 


| authority to act for this section, which 


has become, as far as the lumber interest 
goes, a red-hot protective tariff tcrritory. 

The Atlanta tumber men are ctrong for 
the tariff. They have no representative at 
the convention, but individually, they are 
sending on funds to defray the expenses of 
those who are fighting for the success of 
the proposed two-dollar rate. 

Mr. A. B. Steele, president of the Enter- 
prise Lumber Company. last night said: 

“Every lumber man in the south wants 
that tariff, and nothing short of a two- 
dollar rate will suffice, I am in favor of 
making it $. We intend to have a pro- 
tective tariff on lumber, and we won't 
accept any compromise measure. I have 
talked with all the local lumber men, and 
they have the same views as I entertain.

Where is France being dragged to? It is 
as though we were to bite our nurse's 
breast! We are covering ourselves. with 
shame in thus‘ defending the Turk against 
our mother. What! there are human be- 
ings, Obristians,, Greeks, who are suffer- 
ing, who are being massacred, who are 
robbed, who are tortured and when these 
Greeks revolt, call for help from their 
brothers, we stop them; we stand in the 
way of their liberation! Why, even though 
they were not Greeks, we should fly to 
their aid simply because they are suffer- 
ing. It is a denial of all our traditions; 
it is to do violence to the soul of France 


to make it act such a part. It would be | 


criminal to do what we are doing, even 
against negroes; it is doubly so to do it 
against Greece. 

That is why I give my matinee next 
Thursday for the benefit of the victims of 
the Cretan massacres. Writers and orators 
have already shaken the torpor of the 
public. I wish to bring to their assistance 
the aid of dramatic art, the spirit of clas- 
sical tragedy, the soul of Greece in Ra- 
cine’s winged verses. Only two days ago I 
announced the matinee, and already the 
theater is besieged by unknown friends 
who wish to be on the spot to aid my ef- 
fort. I receive many letters of epproval 
and encouragement. Some are very touch- 
ing; one among them offers me a Cretan 
tragedy. Ido not wish, however, to be the 
only one on this occcasion to show my 
sympathy for the unfortunate, I have 
Nerd “nets for verses, which we shall re- 
cite, The poets, too, must speak out as 
er Latuers did in 1880. 

“And besides, are not all disinterested 
hearts on our side? What artist, what 
writer, is there that is not a lover of the 
Greeks? It is only the financiers who do 
not love Greece, because she is poor, 
Greece does not pay her debts. 

“Every day I receive letters fram there. 
They keep me informed of the wretched- 
neas of the unfortunate Cretan refuges in 
Athens. When I say I receive 
should say I do nat receive them. bit ths 
last that came to me I received because it 
had been given in charge of the embassy, 
but it mentioned two others that never 
came, 

“No matter, I know enough, even if I 
knew only what every one knows, to be 
indignant and to do what I am doing, I 
hope that my example will be followed. 
For, as a high Greek official was saying to 
me just now, it would be frightful to see 
Europe crush Greece, but it would be more 
horrible to see France sharing in the 
shameful deed.’’
